According  to  your  Requefl,  I  fend  you  Inclos’d  the  Pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Commiflioners  appointed  by  the  Lords 
of  His  Majeftys  moft  Honourable  Privy  Councill,  for 
enquiring  into  the  Witches  and  Witchcrafts  in  the  ShirifFdome  of 
Renfrew ,  of  which  I  have  had  Opportunity  of  knowing  more 
than  many  others,  as  having  been  with  the  Commiflioners  on 
the  Tryalls ;  And  fhall  add  nothing  here,  fave  what  palled  at 
•  the  firft  Dyet  of  the  Try  all ,  which  was  at  Paiflaw ,  where  were 
Met  of  the  Commiflioners, my  Lord  Blantyreyny  Lord  Haler  aig. 
Sir  John  Maxwell  of  Polock,  Mr.  Francis  Montgomery ,  Blackball , 
Duchalf  with  feveral  others,  to  the  Number  of  Eleven.  There 
was  Deputed  in  the  room  of  the  King’s  Advocate,  Three  Ad¬ 
vocates,  viz..  Mr.  John  Menzies ,  Mr.  Grant  and  Mr.  Stuart . 
The  Panalls  being  21  in  number,  were  frequently  calfd 
to  fee  if  they  could  be  brought  to  Confeflion  ;  They  were  Con¬ 
fronted  with  Bar  gar  ms  Daughter,  and  the  three  little  Confef- 
forsy  Elizabeth  Anderfon ,  and  the  two  Lindfays.  But  they  ft  ill 
deny’d  all :  which  put  the  Court  to  Cull  out  7  of  them, again fl: 
whom  Threatnings ,  and  fome  ALalifice  following  could  be  pro- 
ven.Thefe  were  Margaret  Langyu  Cartinpan^  Woman  Famous 
for  Religion,  r  fince  the  60  year  of  God,  and  really  a  Ferfon 
of  extraordinary  Gravity  and  Wifdom-,  I  know  not  whether  to 
call  it  Natural  or  Diabolical  •  but  I  have  never  heard  a  Wo¬ 
man  fpeak  fo  Gravely ,  Pertinently ,  and  Religioufly  both  to  the 
M inifters  and  Judges  then  fhe  did.  The  other  were  Katharine 
Campbell ,  Agnes  Nafmithfjohn  and  James  Lindfays ,  Agnes  Foflur , 
and  Margaret  Fulton  ,*  This  Kate  Cambell  is  a  young  Well-fa- 
vour'd  Lafs,  20  years  of  Age;  but  the  reft  moft  part  .Old, both 
Men  and  Women. 

The  Commiflioners,  after  their  firft  A  flay  to  have  them  con- 
fefs,  before  they  brought  them  to  a  Formal  Tryal,  would  have 
them'Try’dby  Pricking,  which  really  to  me  feei'ns  Arrange,  for 
there  was  not  any  of  them,  fave  Margaret.  Fulton,  but  Marks 
were  found  on  them,  which  were  altogether  Incenfible 5  That 
a  Needle  of  3  Inches  length  was  frequently  put  in  Without 
their  Knowledge^  nor  would  pny  blood  come  from  thefe  places, 
and  tho  many*  efpecially  DoBors,  ridicul’d  thefe  as  Storys,  yet 
after  we  caPd  Dr.  Bisbin  and  Baird,  and  let  them  fee  a  Needle 
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*»f  a  great  length  put  into  the  top  of  one  of  rhe  Kenibrx  of  the 
Rack  and  one  into  Margaret  Lang,  a  handbreadth  beneath  her 
Ribbs  in  the  Region  of  the  Lower  Belly,  they  both  thought  it 
wonderful,  being  in  a  place  where,  in  another  Woman,  the 
Needle  could  not  but  peirce  the  Gutts :  All  the  other  1 4  were 
.  1  Tq  prickt  and  marks  found  in  molt  of  them.  But  I  was  molt 
concern’d  for  Martha  Semple  Daughter  to  Margaret  Lang,  who 
was  molt  exadtly  fearch’d  twice,  yet  no  mark  found ;  tho  the 
pricker  milt  not  to  fearch  the  very  Soles  of  her  Fee t  and  other 
more  Secret  Places ,  for  when  there  was  any  difficulty  to  find  the 
mark  theydj^-  quite  uncloath  them,  but  then  it  was  in  a  Room, 
and  not  publickly,  before  one  or  two  of  the  J uftices,  a  Minifter , 
one  of  the  Jdvocatrs  and  the  Clark,  my  Lord  Haler aig  and  I 
were  only  prefent  with  Martha  •  but  realy  fhe  is  as  well  Favour d 
and  Gentile  a  Lafs  as  you'l  look  on,and  about  1 7  or  1 8  years  of 
Age  1  took  up  Mr.  Wylie  to  her  to  fee  if  he  could  bring  her  to 
any  Confeffion,  he  fpoke  long  to  her  but  (lie  deny’d  all  notwith- 
ftanding  of  what  you  fee  in  the  Encloafed  papei ,  but  ffie  was 
the  only  perfon  amongft  them  all  that  ever  1  faw  Weep. 

They  were  at  hi  If  on  the  1 5  th.  of  Hpril  to  have  been  brought 
to  their  Tryall,  after  3  or  4  days  triflling  with  them  by  prick- 
ins,  and  to  bring  fome  of  them  to  Confeffiou,  but  juft  as  the 
Affize  was  conlfitute  they  mov  d  to  have  a  little  moie  time  to 
provide  themfelves  Advocates,  which  the  J  uftices  yeilded  to, 
and  adjourn’d  to  the  id.  Tuefday  of  May,  and  in  this  Interval 
the  two  Brothers- did  Confefs,  and  upon  Examination  faid  the 
fame  things  that  the  two  Lindfays  and  Flnderfon  had  declai  ed,as 
yon  have  it  in  the  within  Paper.  Another  Man  alfo  confesd. 
But  the  Devil  Strangled  hint  in  Prifon,  for  he  was  found  fitting 
in  a  Chair  with  a  Cord  about  his  Neck  but  flack  and  ty’d  to 
nothing.  After  the  Adjournment  the  judges  met  again, and 
having  Sufficient  Evidence  of  feveral  M allefices  done  by  each  of 
the  Scaven  above-named,  with  the  4  eflimonys  of  the  five  Con- 
feffing  W/tches,  all  cOncuring  in  the  fame  Acts,  Sentenc  d  them 
to  be  burn’ d  the  10 th.  of  June,  which  was  accordingly  Execut¬ 
ed.  The  other  14  being  Respited  till  the  Kings  Advocates 
Pleafure,  among  whom  is  one  Morifovi  Wife  to  Francis  Duncan 
in  Greenock  call’d  in  the  Paper  the  Devils  Gentlewife  Jntiocbia,on 
whom  many  marks  are  found  ;  of  which  you’l  receive  further  In¬ 
formation  by  the  Incloas’d  to  which  I  referr  you,  and  am.  Sir,

Touching  the  faid  James ,  take  a  very  Violent  Fit ,  Leaping  , 
Starting  and  Staring,  with  fuch  a  Stiffhing  of  all  hei  Joynts, 
that  it  was  hard  for  the  Afliflant.s  to  keep  het  tioni  tailing  , 
and,  at  laft,  fell,  as  quite  Dead,  and  Senfelefs,  for  fome  time  ^ 
and,  after  Recovery,  being  Confronted  with  one  Catherine 
Campbell  who  being  once  Servant  to  her  Father,  for  a  Mif-re- 
prefentation  of  her  to  her  Miftrefs,  Curjl  her  \  and  is  thcA- 
iedg’d  Inflrument  of  all  the  faid  Chrijtian  hei  diouble.  The 
laid  Katherine  being  by  the  faid  CommiJJioners  Inteirogate  on 
feveral  Points  ,  in  the  Hearing  of  the  faid  Chriftian ,  fhe  De- 
ny’d  all  and  particularly  her  Acceffion  to  the  faid  Chrijhan 
Ler  Trouble,  or  the  Rife  thereof.  But  the  Child  frill  Charg¬ 
ing  her  Conjured  her  to  tell  the  CommiJJione'rs ,  Why  fhe 
would  never  Pray ,  That  God  would  deliver  her  from  that  ///, 
and  Reft  ore  her  well  again.

Erskin  fide  of  the  Water  John  Lindfay  the  Bijhop ,  Janes  Lindfay , 
the  Curat,  Margaret  Cochran  ,  farbet ,  Jennet  Waugh , 

Margaret  Shearer ,  Margaret  Lang ,  and  her  Daughter ,  John 
Stxvart ,  and  his  Wife,  the  Highland  Body ,  Catherin  Campbell  and 
feveral  others,  with  her  Self  •  and  heard  them  fay  ,  That 
they  would  have  faved  one  of  the  Horfe  ,  but  they  could 
not  get  it  done,unlefs  they  had  faved  alfo  one  of  the  Men 
which  were  Drounded,  and  which  fhe  believes  was  John  Glen ,

had  not  his  Mother-in-Law  prevented  it.  Moreover  fhe  de¬ 
clares)  (he  was  prefent  at  the  putting  down  of  a  Child  of 
William  Montgomries  in  Bargarrans  Land,  where  were  pre- 
fent  Margaret  Fulton  in  Kilpatrik,  Agnes  Nafmith,  her  Father 
Mother  and  Sifter,  John  and  James  Lindfays ,  Bilhop  and  Curat, 
Margaret  Lang  ,  in  Cartinpan ,  Janet  Waugh ,  Margaret  Sherer , 
Thoynas  Woodroufe's  Wife  in  Carsftup ,  Thomas  Lindfay ,  James 
Lindfay  his  Brother  ,  John  Reid  Smith ,  and  feveral  others 
whom  Ihe  does  not  know  or  remember,  with  the  Black  Man 
whom  they  called  their  Lord,  about  two  a  Clock  in  the  Morn¬ 
ing,  where  they  Strangled  a  Child  with  a  Sea  Napkin  .*  The 
Main  A&ors,  being  Agnes  Nafmith  and  Margaret  Fulton ,  who 
opened  the  Door  of  the  Houfe,  and  after  they  were  entred, 
went  to  the  Fire  and  lighted  ane  Candle,  which  was  blacker 
nor  your  Candles  ufually  are,  fomewhat  blewifh  *  and  none 
in  the  Houfe  ever  ftir’d  or  wakened ,  and  they  flayed  all 
in  the  Houfe  upwards  of  ane  Hour*,  And  declares,  that  fhe 
heard  Agnes  Nafmith  fay,  What  if  the  People  of  the  Houfe 
awake  ?

derfon,  the  Declarant,  her  Father  ^  Where  was  alfo  prefent 
the  Devil ,  who  had  on  ane  Black  Coat,  ane  Blew  Bonnet , 
ane  Blew  Band ,  who  Played  on  a  Pipe ,  and  they  all  Dan¬ 
ced,  At  which  Meeting  they  were  Contriving  and  Con- 
fulting  with  the  forefaid  Black  Man ,  whom  they  called 
their  Lord,  about  the  Deftroying  of  Chriftian  Shaw ,  Daugh¬ 
ter  to  the  Laird  of  Bargarren ;  where  fome  of  them  were

Read ,  and  his  Daughter  ;  and  others  for  Stopping  her 
Breath,  and  Choaking  her ,  and  particulary  J anet  Waugh , 
John  Lindfay  Bifhop ,  James  Lindfay  his  Brother  ,  and  the 
Gentle  Wife  ,  whom  they  called  A ntiochia  ,  as  alfo  De¬ 
clared  that  fhe  heard  fome  of  them  fay ,  That  if  ever  they 
fhould  have  a  Meeting  again ,  they  fhould  have  her  out  of 
the  Houfe  and  deftroy  her :  But  fearing  they  would  be  ta¬ 
ken  before  they  fhould  have  ane  other  Meeting,  their  Lord, 
as  they  called  him  ,  gave  them  ane  piece  of  ane  Unchrift- 
ned  Bairns  Liver  to  eat ,  except  her ,  and  the  other  Two, 
who  has  Confeffed ,  viz.

T  Horn  as  Lindfty  declares,  That  one  Night  lying  in 
Bed  in  his  Grandmothers  Houfe  J ane  Fulton ,  late  at 
Night  there  came  in  a  Black  Man,  with  black  Cloathes, 
ane  blew  Band  and  black  Hat ,  into  his  Grandmothers , 
but  he  being  aileep  at  the  time,  fhe  awaken’d  him,  de~ 
firing  him  to  take  the  Gentleman  by  the  hand,  and  fhe 
wonld  give  him  a  Black  Coat,  which  accordingly  he  did,  whofe 
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Hand  feem’d  to  be  very  Cold,  and  enquir’d  at  him ,  If  he 
would  ferve  him^  and  be  his  Man^  and  he  would  give  him  a 
Red  Coat  which  he  faid  he  would  do :  And  thereafter 
he  declares ,  The  Gentleman ,  which  he  knew  thereafter  to 
be  the  Devil ,  went  out  the  Broad  fide  of  the  Houfe  :  And 
Declares  farther ,  That  when  he  gave  his  Confent  to  Jerve 
the  Devil ,  he  Nipt  him  in  the  Neck,  which  continu’d  Sore 
Ten  dayes  fpace.  Thereafter,  one  day,  coming  by  his 
Grandmothers  Houfe  (  {he  then  being  dead)  as  he  thought, 
ihe  Appeared  to  him  ,  Clapping  his  Head ,  Defiring  him 
to  be  a  good  Servant  to  the  Gentleman  to  whom  fhe  had 
Gifted  him,  and  forbidding  him  to  Reveal  it.  Ami  there¬ 
after  fhe  Evanifht  out  of  his  Sight.  Likeas  Confeiles,  one 
Night  Lying  in  Bed  in  the  Houfe  of  Robert  Shaw  in  Bar- 
f'cobe  Hill  ,  late  at  Night ,  he  was  Awaken’d  out  ot  his 
Sleep  ,  and  taken  away  in  a  Flight ,  to  the  Houfe  of  one 
Mathew  Park  in  Parkland ,  to  the  Murthering  01  a  Child 
of  lhs  •  where  were  prefent ,  Jennet  Ker  ,  Alexander  An- 
derfon J and  his  Wife,  and  Daughter  Elizabeth •  J ohn  Lind- 
fay  Bifhop  ,  and  james  Lindfay  Curate  ,  Agnes  Nefmith , 
Margaret  Fulton  ,  J  ohn  Lindfay  in  Barloch  ,  jennet  Waugh , 
Margaret  Sherer ,  Crooked  WiUram  Miller  ,  Margaret  Lang, , 
her  Daugter  Martha  Semple  ,  Katharine  Perrier  ,  J  ohn  Reid , 
J  ohn  Stuart ,  Ample  Reid  his  Wife,  Katharine  Campbell , 
the  Highland  Body ,  J  antes  Lindfay  his  own  Brother  ,  jane 
Park  in  Paifley ,  Bofs  ,  her  Mother ,  and  the.  iaid 

Gentleman  ,  whom  they  calld  theii  Lord  ^  whcie  they 
Strangled  the  Child  with  ane  Small  Coid,  while  the  whole 
Family  were  Aileep ,  except  a  Lafs  who  Waited  on  the 
Child  who  at  that  time  went  to  the  Door  ^  and  before 
fhe  return’d  jennett  Ker ,  and  Jldargaret  Sherer ,  put  the 
Cord  about  the  Childes  Neck,  and  Strangled  it ,  and  after 
they  had  done,  they  all  went  away  in  a  Flight.-  And  De» 
clairs  he  was  brought  to  his  Bed  in  the  fame  maner  a- 
gain.  ’  As  alfo?  Confeiles  ,  another  Night  being  in  Bed 
in  the  Houfe  of  Walter  Alexander  of  Ersken  Kirk  ,  he  was 
taken  away  in  a  Flight  to  a  Meeting  at  the  Houfe  of  Wil¬ 
liam'  Adontgomry  in  Bargarrens  Land,  with  the  Crew,  where 
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they  Strangled  his  Child  about  two  a  Cloak  in  the  Morn¬ 
ing  being  there  prefent  Margaret  Fulton ,  Agnes  Nejmiti, ^ 
James  Linifay  his  Brother,  Alexander  Anderfon ,  and  his 
Wife  and  two  Daughters ,  John  Lindfay  Biihop ,  James 
Lindfay  Curat,  Margaret  Lang  and  her  Daugl  ter,  jennet 
Wawh  Margaret  Shearer,  Thomas  Woodrow's  Wife  in  Cons* 
flop  at  hr  in  Campbel ,  the  Highland  Body  ,  aud  ieveral 
others ,  with  the  forfaid  Gentleman  whom  they  called 
their  Lord ;  the  Main  Aftorsbeing  Agnes  Nefmitb  and 
Margaret  Fulton ,  who  opened  the  door  of  the  Houfe,  and 
when  they  were  entred  the  Houfe  went  to  the  Fire— fide , 
and  lighted  a  Candle  which  was  blacker  then  other  Candle 
butfomewhat  blewifhi  and  none  of  the  houfe  ever  fti'rred 
or  awaked,  and  heard  the  faid  Agnes  Nefmitb  fay ,  What 
if  the  People  of  the  Houfe  awaked  ?  to  which  Fulton  re- 
plyed  you  need  not  fear ,  which  was  in  the  mean  time 
whilft  they  Strangled  the  Child  with  ane  fprekled  Sea- 
Napkin,  and  after  committing  of  the  Fad  they  all  went 
away,  the  faid  Thomas  was  brought  in  a  flight  to  his  Bed 
again. 

Likeas  Confelfes ,  About  five  Weeks  fince  or  thereby, 
coming  by  Finlaftom  about  Twelve  a  Cloak  midd  day, 
was  taken  in  a  fudden  Flight,  when  he  never  knew,  till 
he  was  in  Baygarrins  Ortchyeard,  where  were  prefent  Mar¬ 
garet  Fulton ,  John  and  James  Lindfays  Biihop  and  Curat, 
the  Highland  Body  ,  Jennet  Waugh  ,  Margaret  Shearer  , 
Margaret', Lang  and  her  DaughteigTtenas  Woodrow's  Wife, 
John  Reid  Smith,  John  Steuart  and  his  Wife,  the  Gentle 
Wife  called  by  the  Crew  Antiochia  ,  Thomas  Birhnyres 
Wife  James  Lindfay  his  own  Brother,-  Alexander  Anderfon 
his  Wife  and  two '"Daughters  ,  John  Lindfay  in  Bar  inch  , 
and  the  forefaid  Gentleman  whom  they  called  their  Lord, 
who  played  on  a  Pipe  and  they  all  Danced,  and  after  the 
merry  fit  they  fell  a  confulting  about  the  deft  toying  of 
Cbriftian  Shaw  Daughter  to  Bargarrin ,  where  fome  of  them 
were  for  Stabbing  her  with  Pins,  fome  for  Stabbing  with  a 

Tuck  fome  for  hanging  her  with  a  Cord,  fome  for  get- 
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mg  her  out  of  the  Houfe  to  deftroy  her,  but  declares  he 
heard  them  all  confent  to  the  making  of  her  Pidure  a- 
gainft  the  next  time ,  but  fearing  they  fhould  be  appre- 
bended  ere  the  time.  Their  Lord  gave  them  ane  peice 
of  ane  Uncriffened  bairns  Liver,  except  himfelf  his  Brother 
and  Elizabeth  Jndcrfon  $  And  he  told  them  tho  they  were 
apprehended  they  fhould  never  confefs,  after  the  eating 
of  that,  do  to  them  never  fo  much.  And  after  the  Meet¬ 
ing  was  ended ,  which  continued  about  two  hours  fpaee 
the  laid  Thomas  Lindfay  was  caried  back  to  the  verry  fame 
place  from  which  he  was  taken  away. 
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From  Bargarrens  Lady  to  him,  be¬ 
ing  then  at  Ranfren ,  dated  Fehr. 
1 8.  1697. 
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My  Dear  , 

I  Thought  it  fit  to  give  you  ane  Account  of  Chriftiam 
Condition,  this  day  about  two  a  Clock  in  the  After¬ 
noon  Ihe  faid  (he  faw  the  Devil  in  liknefs  of  a  Man ,  fhe 
feemed  to  be  fomewhat  feared,  and  I  defired  her  to  fay 
The  Lord  Rebuke  thee  Satan,  but  the  ufe  of  her  Tongue  was 
taken  from  her ,  yet  recovering  it  in  a  slhort  fpace  me 
afayed  to  fpeak9  but  was  prefently  feifed  with  a  Fit  and 
when  that  was  over  file  went  about  the  Room  deaf  and 
blind  as  you  your  felf  have  feen  her  before^  but  ftill  fpeak- 
ing  as  to  a  Bumbee,faid,  With  the  Lords  Strength  thou  / halt 
not  put  Straw  nor  Stiks  into  my  Mouth ,  houlding  her  hand 
fift  on  her  Mouth  all  the  while,  then  walking  a  litle  falter 
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ihe  cryed  out,  the  Bumbee  vs  Stinging  ms ,  and  fitting  down 
looked  on  her  Leg  where  was  the  Impreffion,very  deep  of 
finger  Naiis.  The  Devil  appeared  to  her  again  in  the  Bed 
like  a  Gentleman,  (he  ftanding  at  the  Bed-fide  reafoned 
with  him  after  this  maner  -r  Thou  thinks  to  make  me  a  Witch 
but  through  God’s  Strength  thou  J halt  never  be  the  better  *,  I  charge 
thee  in  the  Name  of  God  to  be  gon  and  thy  Papery  too,  for  I 
mil  have  non  of  them ,  J  will  not  fear  thy  ill,  ft  and  here  fee  if 
thou  dare  come  one  ftep  nearer  me :  1  think  thou  art  fcareder  for 
me  then  I  for  thee ,  then  turning  fhe  went  up  and  down  the 
Room  as  before,  and  again  was  bitten  with  Teeth  in  the 
hands  very  deep,  and  Imprefled  with  Nails  of  lingers 
.more  then  twenty  four  times,  which  made  her  cry  aloud 
every  time  (he  received  them,  and  fhewing  the  place  where 
fhe  was  hurt  by  getting  her  hand  upon  it  -7  but  we  neither 
faw  nor  heard  any  thing,  about  her.  She  continued  in  this 
Fit  from  two  a  Clock  till^paft  five  at  night,  fhe  faid  in  the 
Fit  Margaret  Lang  had  given  orders  to  Torment  her,  fo  by 
the  Lafs  you  will  get  a  fullev  account  *,  till  meeting ,  I  remain
